The 
building and floors ave of ve- 
inforced conerete and the floors 
ave covered with hardwood, 
which is intended to give sta- 
bility, eliminate vibration and 
permit higher speed and conse- 
quent increase in production 
per unit. 

In addition to the 10,000 
spindles, the mill has 336 au- 
tomatic looms, a modern dye 
plant and a machine shop. 
The type of power is individ- 
unl electric motor drive, whieh 
eliminates overhead pulleys, 
belting and shafting and gives 
nH more uniform speed,
